GONE TO HIS REWARD. 


Beath of the Oldest Negre in Tun- 
nessee. 


Nash ville Bi Banner. 

Jacob Puiliam, colored, the oldest 
man in Tennessee, died near Rogsville, 
Fayette county, a few days ago. He 
was brought to America at the tender 
age of ten, and did not remember havy- 
ing ever seen his father and mother. 
His tirst home was in Carolina, where 
he :émained several years. When sev- 
enteen years old he was sold to a fami- 
ly of Huguenot extraction named Du 
Pont and was the body servant of Hen- 
ry Du Pont. In 1775, Da Pont enlisted 
as an ensign under Moultrie in the 
continental army,and was accompanied 
by Pulliam. When Fort Johnson was 

taken, the subject of this sketch ram- 
med the ballsin one of the cannons 
that were turnedonthe British fleet. 
Du Pont fell by the side of Count Pa- 
laeki at the assault on Savannah, Pul- 
liam used to relate,ina voice trembling 
with emotion, the story of his master’s 
bravery, and how, when he was 
buried om the margin of the 
marsh, Captain Marion patted him 
(Pulliam, ) on the shoulder, as he lay 
sobbing beside the grave of his master, 
and said, ‘Never mind. He fel! likea 
brave man, and you ¢an tell his father 
30.” Pulfiam bossine devotedly at- 
tached to Marion, end was presented | 
to that gallant officer, by his old mas- 
ter, for his use till the close of the war. 
When Marion’s leg was broken at the 
siege of Charleston, Pulliam assisted in 
bandaying it. 

Atthe concfusion ofthe war, Pull- 
iam returned to the old plantation. 
His tnaster died soon afterward, and 
was quickly followed by hie wife. ‘rhe 

lantation was sold, and the slaves 
ound homes with various owners. 
Pulliam was purchased by a cousin of 
Du Pont’s, who lived in South Carolina. 
When sixty years uld, he visited Sa- 
vannah one day, and saw Marquis de la 
La Fayette ri ing through the street, 
cheered on every side by thousands of | 
patriotic people. Pulliam ‘afterward | 
went to Mississippi, and from..there 
moved to Tennessee, where he resided 
until the day of his s death.
